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Seven new members took their places on the Board of Trustees at the Miami 
meeting. . . . Eight terms expired during the two-year wartime interval when no 
annual meeting was held. One member, Henry Hicks, Connecticut, was returned 
for a second term in the First Trustee District. 

The Board of Trustees has authorized the Publications Committee to consider 
the question of employment of a new Editor for THE JourNat and to report at the 
February 1947 meeting. . . . The present Editor, Harold Hillenbrand, was elected 
General Secretary at the Miami meeting. . . . The House also approved the pub- 
lication of THe JourNAL on a semimonthly basis starting January 1, 1947. 

The House of Delegates reconfirmed its previous stand in opposition to compul- 
sory health insurance as represented by the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill. 

The House also recommended the appointment of a qualified dental represent- 
ative from each of the member nations of the World Health Organization to serve 
as dental advisers to the delegates of the World Health Assembly. . . . It was also 
voted to invite the Fédération Dentaire Internationale to meet with the American 
Dental Association at its eighty-eighth annual meeting. This will be held in Boston 
in August 1947 jointly with the tenth International Dental Congress. 

The proposed revision of the Constitution and By-Laws is being studied by the 
Committee on Constitutional and Administrative By-Laws preparatory to present- 
ing it to the House at the next annual meeting. Percy T. Phillips, New York, is 
chairman of the committee. 

The American Dental Association plaque for 1946 has been awarded to memo- 
rialize the first successful public demonstration of ether by W. T. G. Morton a 
century ago in Boston. . . . A special issue of THz JournaL December 1 will com- 
memorate the history and development of anesthesia in conjunction with the Morton 
centennial. . . . An impressive memorial service honoring dental officers who lost 
their lives in World War II was one of the highlights of the Miami meeting. 

The House went on record as opposing either the establishment or the elimina- 
tion of a means test on a national basis to determine eligibility for health care. The 
Reference Committee on Public Health held that methods of providing health aids 
should be on the community level. 

All those attending the Miami meeting were unanimous in praise of the splendid 
job done by E. B. Penn, chairman of the Committee on Local Arrangements for the 
session. . . . Philip E. Adams, Boston, was named chairman of local arrangements 
for the 1947 session in Boston, 
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actions taken by the House of Dele- 

gates and the Board of Trustees at the 
eighty-seventh annual meeting of the 
House of Delegates of the American 
Dental Association, Miami, October 14- 
16, 1946.1 The total number of delegates 
authorized on the basis of constituent 
society membership was 358. 
Greetings. —The following telegram from 
the President of the United States was 
read to the House of Delegates by Pres- 
ident Walter H. Scherer: 


I am happy to convey through you my 
warmest greetings to the officers and mem- 
bers of the American Dental Association who 
are assembled in convention at Miami. It is 
my understanding that important matters con- 
cerning the future dental health of the people 
of the United States will be major subjects 
under discussion at your meeting and I want 
to assure you of my deep interest. Progressive 
improvement in the general state of health of 
our people is of utmost concern to me and I 
am fully aware of the significant relationship 
between good dentistry and good health. You 
have my best wishes for a successful program.

SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES 
OF HOUSE OF DELEGATES, 


MIAMI, OCTOBER 14-16 


The Secretary of War, Robert P. Pat- 
terson, addressed the following message 
of greeting to the officers and delegates: 

I welcome this opportunity of greeting you, 
and through you, the entire dental profession. 

The role of the 15,000 dental officers in 
this last war was one of which all dentists 
and the nation may well be proud. To the 
major accomplishments of reconditioning or 
rehabilitating more than a million men who 
could not otherwise have qualified for military 
service and of keeping the millions of soldiers 
fit for duty, they added specialized achieve- 
ments, such as their magnificent contribution 
to the development and perfection of the 
acrylic artificial eye. 

The Army relies on the dental profession 
not only for assistance in maintaining a 
healthy peacetime Army but in achieving a 
healthy nation, a prime factor in any plan of 
nation defense. 

Messages of greeting also were 
received from Senator James E. Murray, 
Montana, and Senator Claude. Pepper, 
Florida. 

President's Report.—The statement on 
the President’s annual report to the 
House of Delegates was made by George 
E. Morgan, Milwaukee, chairman of the 
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Reference Committee on Reports of 
Officers. A summary follows: 

A recommendation that the American Den- 
tal Association issue a certificate of apprecia- 
tion to each member of the Army and Navy 
Dental Corps, upon his discharge from service, 
was approved by the Reference Commit- 
tee and referred to a committee for further 
study. 

A recommendation to establish a Nationai 
Children’s Dental Health Day, supported by 
a proclamation of the President of the United 
States, was approved and referred to the 
Council on Dental Health with instructions 
to complete the plans. 

A recommendation that the dues of the 
Association be raised one dollar which would 
be specifically earmarked for the Relief Fund 
of the Association was adopted and referred 
to the Committee on Constitutional and Ad- 
ministrative By-Laws for action. 

The House of Delegates concurred in the 
President’s recommendations (1) to appoint 
a special committee to aid the election of Hor- 
ace Wells to the Hall of Fame; (2) to assign 
to the International Relations Committee the 
development .of the International Dental 
Health Commission; (3) to extend an invita- 
tion to the Fédération Dentaire Internationale 
to convene its meeting in the United States 
in 1947. 

A recommendation that the American Den- 
tal Association continue to exert every effort to 
hasten the discharge of ail dental officers over 
and above the actual need of the armed forces 
was approved by the House. 

A recommendation to remit the dues of 
dental officers in the armed forces was not 
approved by the House because “continued 
interest in the American Dental Association 
is contingent upon payment of its annual 
dues” and because “the amount of these dues 
would not be a hardship to any dental officer.” 
Secretary's Report.—-The report of the 
General Secretary, Harry B. Pinney, con- 
tained information on the State Officers’ 
Conference, the Bureau of Public Rela- 
tions, the Library and Indexing Bureau, 
the Bureau of Chemistry and the Cen- 
tral Office. In a supplemental report on 
membership, the Secretary reported that 
total membership of the Association, all 
classes, as of October 7, 1946, was 
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64,038. This total was made up of 
60,052 regular members, 682 life mem- 
bers and 3,304 junior members. The 
total also represents an increase of 5,844 
members over the same period in 1945. 

The Reference Committee commended 

this full and factual report and paid 
tribute to Dr. Pinney’s “efficient and 
faithful service dating back to 1927.” 
The Reference Committee also expressed 
the wish on behalf of the entire member- 
ship for Dr. Pinney’s “good health and 
happiness in all his future plans.” The 
House of Delegates adopted this report 
with a rising vote and with prolonged 
applause. 
Treasurer's Report.—The Treasurer, R. 
H. Volland, presented an extensive re- 
port to the House of Delegates. Excerpts 
follow: 

The net assets have increased $245,989.84 
over the previous year and now total $2,140,- 
707.69. Fixed assets increased $29,258.38 
and now total $304,668.91. Total income for 
general purposes for the fiscal year was $588,- 
881.97, an increase of $56,402.04 over the 
previous year; $41,892.00, or 74.2 per cent, 
of this increase represents income from the 
all-time high in membership dues for a year 
and marks the record membership of the Asso- 
ciation. Total expenses for general purposes 
were $98,861.53 more than the previous year. 
Excess of the General Fund income after de- 
ducting operating expenses was $42,459.49 
less than the previous year. At the end of 
the fiscal year, $1,736,140.06 of the Associa- 
tion’s assets were represented by securities. 
Council on Dental Therapeutics. — The 
Reference Committee on the Council 
on Dental Therapeutics, Joseph B. Zie- 
linski, Illinois, chairman, made the fol- 
lowing comments and recommendations, 
which were adopted by the House: 

(1) That editors of local dental publica- 
tions be encouraged to use more freely the 
press releases of the Council on Dental Thera- 
peutics; (2) since the Council on Dental 
Therapeutics has a very qualified staff and an 
excellent exhibit, that these be utilized to their 
fullest extent for speaking engagements and 
exhibit purposes by the component and con- 
stituent societies of this organization; (3) 
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publication of a list of unaccepted products 
with brief statements for their reasons for 
unacceptance, to be published annually, if 
possible, is encouraged; (4) the Committee 
feels that the Council on Dental Therapeutics 
is making very intelligent use of funds to 
encourage therapeutic investigation; (5) the 
consensus of the Committee is that the Coun- 
cil should publish and distribute on an ex- 
panded program the list of accepted denti- 
frices. Because many manufacturers of these 
products make such strong and wide thera- 
peutic claims, the only limitation the profes- 
sion has on these wide claims is through action 
of this Council; (6) the Reference Committee 
strongly encourages the component and con- 
stituent societies to limit advertising in their 
publications and exhibits at their meetings to 
Council acceptable products. 


Committee on Economics. — The Refer- 
ence Committee on Economics, Leon L. 
Abbey, New York, chairman, made the 
following recommendations to the House 
of Delegates, which were adopted: 


(1) The Committee on Economics requests 
the cooperation of the members of the House 
of Delegates in encouraging improvement of 
state registration lists in their home districts 
by (a) the organization of future registration 
lists by counties and cities, towns or post 
offices within counties; (b) the inclusion of 
basic data upon registration or renewal forms. 

(2) In view of difficulties facing returning 
dental officers in finding suitable office space, 
the Committee on Economics urges that state 
and local dental societies continue or extend 
their location survey activities and consider 
all possible avenues to relieve the plight of 
returning dentists. Further, the Committee on 
Economics recommends that: (a) dental soci- 
eties be urged to canvass their members to 
ascertain. where office space may be made 
available in the near future by dentists who 
are planning to retire from practice; (b) den- 
tal societies be urged to communicate with 
real estate agents of dentists who terminate 
practice, to encourage prompt lease or sale 
of available offices to dentists only. Local 
real estate boards and Chambers of Com- 
merce in most instances will cooperate in fur- 
thering such a program if they are informed 
of the urgency of the situation; (c) dental 
officers be urged to consider any possible tem- 
porary arrangement in order to establish them- 
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selves in practice. Among the arrangements 
already being practiced are the sharing of 
space or time with established dentists and 
the rental of space not previously used for 
dental offices. 


War Service Committee. — The Refer- 
ence Committee on War Service, Willard 
Ogle, Texas, chairman, made the follow- 
ing recommendations to the House of 
Delegates, which were adopted: 

(1) That the War Service and Postwar 
Planning Committee be discontinued and its 
functions assumed by the Washington Office 
of the American Dental Association; (2) that 
the President be authorized to appoint a new 
War Memorial Committee; (3) that author- 
ity be granted to the Board of Trustees to 
make final decision as to the type and loca- 
tion of the memorial; (4) that the solicitation 
of funds for the memorial be deferred until 
all dental officers have returned to civilian 
life and until the type and locale of the 
memorial have been determined; (5) that 
following decision of the Board of Trustees 
on this point, an appropriation of $5,000 be 
made available to finance the war memorial 
program; (6) that the House of Delegates 
approve an immediate Congressional investi- 
gation of the exceedingly unsatisfactory 
program now in effect for the release and dis- 
posal of surplus dental equipment to the den- 
tal veterans; (7) that in order to fulfil an 
urgent need for centralizing the: problems of 
the dental personnel of the armed forces, the 
Army and Navy Committee be discontinued 
and replaced by a standing committee on 
Military Affairs, to be composed of five mem- 
bers, three of whom must be veterans of 
World War II; (8) that all possible support 
be given to the Committee on Legislation in 
its effort to provide legislation giving den- 
tistry full responsibility for dental matters 
in the armed services. 


Dental Education. —The Reference Com- 
mittee on Dental Education, William 
H. Crawford, Minnesota, chairman, 
recommended the adoption of reports by 
the following committees of the Associ- 
ation: Library and Indexing Service, 
National Board of Dental Examiners, 
History Committee and the W. T. G. 
Morton Centenary Committee. The 
House also approved the Reference

Committee’s recommendations (1) to 
appropriate sufficient funds to the Com- 
mittee on Dental Museum for the con- 
tinuance of the Fellowship of Dental and 
Oral Pathology and for insuring the 
continued publication of the Atlas of 
Dental and Oral Pathology and (2) to 
support the reorganization of the Regis- 
try of Pathology at the Army Institute 
of Pathology. 

‘The House of Delegates also ap- 
proved a recommendation that the rec- 
ommendations of the Committee on 
Nomenclature be recognized as official 
for the American Dental Association. 

The Reference Committee reported 
that after full consideration of the ques- 
tion of the suspension of the School of 
Dental and Oral Surgery, Columbia 
University, it unanimously approved the 
action reported in the Council on Den- 
tal Education’s report. This recom- 
mendation was approved by the House 
of Delegates. 

The following resolution, presented to 
the House of Delegates by Leslie M. 
FitzGerald, Iowa, was adopted on rec- 
ommendation of the Reference Com- 
mittee and referred to the Council on 
Dental Education for study and with 
authority to act: 

The American Board of Oral Surgery, in- 
corporated in 1946, is developing standards 
for the certification of specialists in oral 
surgery and desires to secure the recognition 
and approval of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. The Board finds that authority to fix 
general standards for, and to approve, medi- 
cal specialty boards is committed by resolution 
of the House of Delegates of the American 
Medical Association to its Council on Medi- 
cal Education and Hospitals (J.A.M.A. 101: 
39-40 [July 1] 1933). 

The Board understands that the Council 
on Dental Education is at present engaged 
in a comprehensive study of the specialties 
in dentistry with a view to the establishment 
of minimum standards for the certification of 
specialists by all specialty boards. 

The American Board of Oral Surgery, at 
its meeting held on October 9, 1946, voted 
unanimously to seek approval from the Amer- 
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ican Dental Association through whatever 
agency the Association gives authority to act 
in the premises. 

Assuming that the function of approving 
specialty boards lies in the Council on Dental 
Education of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, the American Board of Oral Surgery 
requests the House of Delegates to authorize 
the Council by resolution to fix standards for 
the approval and recognition of the American 
Board of Oral Surgery. 

The Reference Committee also re- 
ceived a resolution presented by the 
Dental Society of the State of New York 
regarding alleged discrimination in the 
selection of dental students. J. Ben Rob- 
inson, chairman of the Council on Dental 
Education, appeared before the delegates 
of the Dental Society of the State of 
New York, at which time the matter was 
settled to the entire satisfaction of the 
group involved. 

The Reference Committee approved 
the report of the Committee on Hospital 
Dental Service with several minor 
changes. Their report included the 
“Basic Standards of Hospital. Dental 
Service Required of Approved Hospi- 
tals.” 


Prosthetic Dental Service. — The Refer- 
ence Committee on Prosthetic Dental 
Service, W. J. Pryor, Ohio, chairman, 
made the following recommendations, 
which were approved by the House of 
Delegates: 

(1) That every state appoint a prosthetic 
dental service committee at once, regardless of 
whether or not it will use the accreditation 
plan, in order that better dentist-laboratory 
relations may be developed and maintained; 
(2) that the Prosthetic Dental Service Com- 
mittee of the American Dental Association 
have relations only with a truly democratic 
national laboratory organization which has 
a structure similar to that of the American 
Dental Association, and with its governing 
power arising at state level; (3) that certain 
principles contained in the report of the Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee be considered 
when legislation is considered for the regula- 
tion of any dental laboratories in any state; 


2. J.A.D.A. 33:1332 (October 1) 1946. 
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(4) that a full-time secretary be employed to 
administer the program of the committee; 
(5) that opposition in principle to the li- 
censure of technicians be maintained until 
further study can be made of eduéational and 
experience requirements for dental techni- 
cians; (6) that a study be made of setting up 
a laboratory organizational liaison committee 
workshop for the further study of these 
problems. 

Retirement Income Plan. —The Board of 
Trustees, through LeRoy M. Ennis, 
chairman of a special committee of the 
Board, reported to the House of Dele- 
gates on the adoption of a retirement 
income plan for employees of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association. The House of 
Delegates approved the program. 

Dental Editors. On the recommenda- 
tion ef the Board of Trustees, the House 
of Delegates voted to establish a Confer- 
ence of Dental Editors within the Ameri- 
can Dental Association and appropriated 
$500 to cover the costs of organization. 
Revised Constitution. — The Board of 
Trustees referred to the House of Dele- 
gates a proposed revision of the Consti- 
tutional and Administrative By-Laws. 
This was referred to the standing com- 
mittee on Constitutional and Admin- 
istrative By-Laws for any action ic deems 
desirable. The committee will report at 
the next annual meeting. The text of 
the proposed revision will appear in a 
forthcoming issue of THE JOURNAL. 
Meeting in 1947.—The Board of Trus- 
tees recommended that the next meeting 
of the Association be a combined meet- 
ing to be known as the Eighty-Eighth 
Annual Meeting of the American Dental 
Association and the Tenth Meeting 
of the International Dental Congress. 
Later, President-Elect Sterling V. Mead, 
chairman of the Board committee, rec- 
ommended that this meeting be held in 
Boston in the first two weeks of August 
1947. This recommendation was adopted. 
The Board of Trustees also appointed 
Philip E. Adams, Boston, as chairman of 
the Committee on Local Arrangements 
for the 1947 meeting. 
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Memorial Resolution. — The House of 
Delegates, on recommendation of Harold 
W. Oppice, spread upon the minutes of 
the meeting suitable memorial resolutions 
on the death of four Past Presidents: 
Harvey J. Burkhart, Donald M. Gallie, 
Sr., John V. Conzett and Arthur C. 
Wherry. 
Committee on Legislation.—The Refer- 
ence Committee on Legislation, J. D. 
O’Farrell, Texas, chairman, presented 
the following recommendations to the 
House of Delegates, which were adopted; 
(1) That the House of Delegates endorse 
the principles contained in the Army Dental 
bill, H. R. 6750, to provide more efficient 
care to the personnel of the United States 
Army; (2) that the House of Delegates again 
confirm previous actions in opposition to com- 
pulsory health insurance; (3) that “prior to 
the introduction of any bill to regulate dental 
laboratories, it shall be submitted to the Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee of the state 
for approval and copies forwarded to appro- 
priate committees of the American Dental 
Association for information and record.” 


Miscellaneous Business.—The Reference 
Committee on Miscellaneous Business, 
L. H. Jacob, Illinois, chairman, sub- 
mitted the following recommendations, 
which were approved by the House of 
Delegates: 

(1) That the term “student member” be 
substituted for “junior member” in the ap- 
propriate section of the by-laws; (2) that an 
invitation be extended, through proper chan- 
nels, to the Fédération Dentaire Interna- 
tionale to meet with the American Dental 
Association at the eighty-eighth annual meet- 
ing in 1947;,(3) that a resolution proposed 
by the Dental Society of the State of New 
York that the American Dental Association 
utilize the services of the Dental Information 
Bureau of New York be not adopted “inas- 
much as the American Denial Association has 
in its organization a Bureau of Public Rela- 
tions which is working effectively”; (4) that 
the Bureau of Public Relations “use any and 
all means of aiding its effectiveness which the 
Bureau feels will be to the advantage of the 
membership”; (5) that the National Commit- 
tee of Dentists be commended in its efforts 
up to the present time. 
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Council on Dental Health. — The Refer- 
ence Committee on Public Health, R. C. 
Dalgleish, Utah, chairman, presented 
the following recommendations, which 
were adopted by the House of Delegates: 

(1) That the dental health goals and dental 
health objectives for children and youth, as 
therein defined, are well within the limitations 
of the approved principles of the American 
Dental Association for expanded dental health 
programs; (2) that the Council on Dental 
Health be recommended for its proposal to 
limit the tenure of its members to two con- 
secutive terms; (3) that the Council on Den- 
tal Health shall continue to consist of nine 
members. 


The Reference Committee also recom- 
mended the adoption of the following 
resolutions, which were subsequently ap- 
proved by the House: 

(1) Be it resolved that the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental Association 
recommend that all state dental associations: 
(a) approve the employment of the dental 
hygienist as an ancillary aid to the dentist; 
(b) spohsor adequate training courses and 
training facilities for dental hygienists to pre- 
pare them as ancillary aids within prescribed 
legal limitations and additional courses for 
those who desire to qualify for positions in 
public health departments and schools. Be it 
further resolved, that this resolution be added 
to the statement of goals which was submitted 
in the annual report of the Council on Dental 
Health. 

(2) Be it resolved, that since the approved 
principles of the American Dental Association 
provide that dental health is the responsibility 
of the individual, the family, the community, 
state and nation, in that order, and that the 
community in all cases shall determine the 
methods for providing service in its area, it is 
the policy of the American Dental Association 
to oppose legislation introduced into the 
United States Congress which provides for 
the establishment or the elimination of a 
means test at the national level for determin- 
ing eligibility for health care. 


(3) Be it resolved, that the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental Association 
recommend the appointment of at least one 
qualified dental representative from each of 
the member nations of the World Health 
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Organization, and that such dental repre- 
sentatives be appointed as dental advisers to 
the delegates of the World Health Assembly 
from the various nations; and be it further 
resolved, that the above resolution be sub- 
mitted to the officers of the World Health 
Organization, to the Executive Board of the 
World Health Assembly, the President of the 
United States, the Surgeon General of the 
United States Public Health Service and to 
the delegates who represent the United 
States in the World Health Assembly. 

(4) Whereas, many school health books 
contain inadequate and inaccurate dental in- 
formation; and whereas, several state dental 
societies have requested that the American 
Dental Association take immediate steps to 
assist publishers to correct these errors; 
therefore be it resolved, that the Bureau of 
Public Relations augment its present editorial 
service to publishers by assigning a competent 
full-time person to the task of editing and 
evaluating the dental text of all such books; 
and be it further resolved, that copies of the 
review of the dental text of each book shall 
be furnished the publisher, all state boards 
of education, and all state councils on dental 
health. Copies shall also be furnished the 
Editor of THz JourNAL OF THE AMERICAN 
DentTaAt AssociaTIon and the editors of all 
state dental journals for publication. 
Budget.—Two budgets were presented 
to the House of Delegates by R. H. 
Volland, chairman of the Budget and 
Finance Committee. One budget was in 
balance with an estimated income of 
$685,000 contrasted to expenditures of 
$678,062.12. The second budget esti- 
mated income at $685,000 and estimated 
expenditures at $807,864.63. The prin- 
cipal additional expense included in the 
second budget was made up of the fol- 
lowing items: 

(1) $15,000 for the Washington, D. C., 
office; (2) $12,500 for the retirement income 
program for employees of the Central Office; 
(3) $12,550 as retirement annuities for L. 
Pierce Anthony, Harry B. Pinney, and Mrs. 
Bess L. Kime, assistant editor of THe Jour-

Constitution and By-Laws. — The Refer- 
ence Committee on Constitutional and 
Administrative By-Laws, W. O. Talbot, 
Texas, chairman, presented the follow- 
ing amendments, which were adopted by 
the House of Delegates: 

(1) That the present Committee on Patents 
be discontinued and replaced by a Committee 
on Honorary Awards and Patents; (2) that 
each trustee district shall, so far as possible, 
select its own nominee, but, in the event that 
the district is not able to make a unanimous 
choice, the minority group shall continue to 
have the privilege of presenting a second can- 
didate; (3) that the state societies in the 
several districts adopt among themselves a 
fair and equitable plan for the rotation of 
the trusteeships, thereby protecting the inter- 
ests of the small societies; (4) that the annual 
dues of the Association be increased $1 to $7 
per year, the increase to be earmarked for the 
relief fund (one-half of this dollar is to be 
added to the principal of the American Den- 
tal Association relief fund and the other half 
is to be returned to the state relief fund in 
those states where approved relief funds are 
set up); (5) that a standing Committee on 
Prosthetic Dental Service be organized; (6) 
that officers, trustees and former presidents, 
when elected as delegates by their constituent 
societies, shall enjoy full privileges and rights 
as delegates from such societies; (7) that a 
standing Committee on Military Affairs be 
established. 

Number of Delegates.—Resolutions were 
introduced by the Southern California 
State Dental Association and the Dental 
Society of the State of New York to 
reduce the number of members in the 
House of Delegates. These resolutions 
were referred to the Board of Trustees, 
since a complete revision of the Consti- 
tutional and Administrative By-Laws was 
being prepared by that body for submis- 
sion to the House of Delegates next year. 
General Secretary.—The election of offi- 
cers of the Association was held on 
Wednesday afternoon.’ Earlier in the 
meeting, the House of Delegates had 
requested the Board of Trustees to bring 
in the names of all candidates for the

office of General Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association. LeRoy M. 
Ennis, chairman of the special board 
committee to nominate a General Secre- 
tary, reporting for the Board of Trustees 
on Wednesday, indicated that considera- 
tion had been given to the following can- 
didates: Carl O. Flagstad, Minnesota; 
Paul W. Zillmann, New York; L. M. 
Cruttenden, Minnesota; Harold W. 
Oppice, Illinois; Willard S. Bell, New 
York; William V. Brennan, Missouri; 
Steven V. Luddy, West Virginia; and 
Harold Hillenbrand, Illinois. 

Dr. Ennis reported that the Board had 
given extended consideration to all the 
candidates and had unanimously nomi- 
nated Harold Hillenbrand as~ General 
Secretary. The House approved the 
Board’s recommendation. 


Board of Trustees.—The Board of Trus- 
tees, which began its meeting on Friday, 
October 11, took the following action: 


(1) Recommended the establishment of a 
committee in the Central Office to review and 
edit all material designed for dissemination 
to the public. This committee will be com- 
posed of the General Secretary, the Director 
of the Bureau of Public Relations, the Director 
of Press Relations and the Editor; (2) rec- 
ommended that the semimonthly publication 
of THe Journat be undertaken on January 
1, 1947, if limitations on printing and paper 
are lifted to permit this change; (3) recom- 
mended that the Business Manager be given 
authority to employ an assistant who could 
devote a large part of his time to the solicita- 
tion of advertising; (4) that the special 
committee on a Plan for National Publicity 
be discontinued; (5) that the junior member- 
ship contest committee be discontinued and 
that the Committee on Membership assume 
its duties; (6) that the American Dental 
Association accept the invitation to become 
a noncontributing member ‘of the National 
Society for Medical Research; (7) that the 
Publications Committee of the Board of 
Trustees be authorized to consider the ques- 
tion of the employment of a new editor and 
to bring in a report at the February meeting 
of the Board. 


The Board also adopted the following 
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recommendations which originated in 
the Council on Dental Health: 


(1) That all requests for official representa- 
tion received by any member or employee of 
the American Dental Association be referred 
to the General Secretary; (2) that the Gen- 
eral Secretary be responsible for assigning 
this request to the council or committee most 
particularly concerned with the actions and 
activities of the agency or individual making 
the request; (3) that such council or com- 
mittee given this assignment shall submit the 
name or names of the persons selected to 
the General Secretary who will, in turn, trans- 
mit this information to the agency or indi- 
vidual making the request. The persons so 
selected would then be considered official 
representatives of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation and would be in a position to express 
its official policies. 

The Board also voted to accept the 
report of the Committee on Local Ar- 
rangements for the 1946 meeting, E. B. 
Penn, Florida, chairman, with the note 
that the entire membership of the com- 
mittee be commended for an excellent 
discharge of their duties. 

Board Committees.—At the close of the 
last meeting of the House of Delegates,

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ensuing year:

VETERANS ADMINISTRATION 


FORTY STATES COMPLETE STEPS 
TOWARD VA FEE SCHEDULES 


The dental societies in forty states and 
in the District of Columbia have com- 
pleted negotiations for fee schedules to 
be used in the Veterans Administration 
dental program, according to a report 
issued by the Committee on Economics 
of the American Dental Association.

H. Edmund Friesell, 73, dean and 
professor of operative dentistry at the 
School of Dentistry, University of Pitts- 
burgh, since 1904, and a past president 
of the National Dental Association, died 
October 27 at his home in Murrysville, 
Pa. 

Dr. Friesell took his D.D.S. at the 
Pennsylvania College of Dental Surgery 
in Pittsburgh in 1895, his B.S. from.the 
University of Pittsburgh in 1913, LL.D. 
from Marquette University in 1920 and 
Sc.D. at the University of Pittsburgh in 
1930. 

In addition to his post at the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh dental school, Dr. 
Friesell was professor of operative den- 
tistry and dental pathology at the College 
of Dentistry, Western Reserve Univer- 
sity, Cleveland, from 1906 to 1917. 

He was a member of the Dental Edu- 
cation Council of America, predecessor 
of the present Council on Education, 
from 1910 to 1930; president of the 
National Association of Dental Faculties 
in 1912; president of the American Insti- 
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tute of Dental Teachers, 1913; president 
of the National Dental Association, fore- 
runner of the American Dental Associ- 
ation, in 1920-1921; and president of the 
American Association of Dental Schools 
in 1927.

Findings of the tests will be studied in 
connection with the students’ progress 
in dental school as an aid in evaluating 
the usefulness of testing as a guide toward 
the admittance of students into dental 
schools, Dr. Peterson said. 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


DENTAL RESEARCH FELLOWSHIPS 
AVAILABLE FOR 1946 AND 1947 


The U. S. Public Health Service has 
announced that an increasing number 
of civilian research fellowships from the 
National Institute of Health will be 
available during 1946 and 1947. 

Naval reserve dental officers now on 
inactive duty and civilians are eligible 
for fellowships in dental research. Appli- 
cants who are accepted will be permitted 
to study at institutions of their choice, 
including the U. S. Naval Dental School 
and the U. S. Naval Medical Center, 
Bethesda, Md. 
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Dentists who wish to apply for fellow- 
ships and for grants to finance their 
projects should secure application blanks 
from the Officer-in-Charge, Research 
Fellowships, National Institute of 
Health, Bethesda, Md. 

Three types of dental fellowships are 
available. They are: 

1. Junior Research Fellowships for 
persons with a master’s degree in science 
from a recognized institution or who 
hold an equivalent number of hours in 
postgraduate study. The stipend is 
$2,400 yearly. 

2. Senior Research Fellowships for 
persons holding a doctor’s degree in 
science from a recognized institution. 
The ‘stipend is $3,000 yearly. 

3. Special Research Fellowships for 
persons who have done outstanding 
work in their field and who hold a doc- 
tor’s degree in science. The stipend 
varies with the research reputation and 
experience of the investigator. 


DEDICATION SERVICES HELD FOR 
PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY 


Dedication ceremonies for the new 
Memorial Laboratory of the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service were held on October 
27 at Bethesda, Md. 

The Laboratory has been especially 
planned as a part of the National Insti- 
tute of Health for the study of infectious 
diseases. The new building is a memorial 
to more than twenty Public Health 
Service workers who died after con- 
tracting the disease which they were 
studying. 


HEALTH EDUCATION IN CANCER 
CONTROL URGED BY COMMITTEE 


The Joint Committee on Health Prob- 
lems in Education has recently issued 
the following statement on the preven- 
tion and control of cancer: 

Cancer control is a major health problem 
in the United States. As such, it merits atten- 
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tion not only in programs of research, but 
also in programs of education. Instruction 
concerning the nature of cancer and known 
methods of prevention and control should be 
included in the high school course of study, 
along with other important health problems 
facing the American people today. Scientific 
facts should be taught to them so that fears 
may be allayed, intelligent action as future 
adults be promoted, and families favorably 
influenced by the information which students 
relay to adult relatives.
